ERASTUS CORNING. 


A Prominent and Philan- 


throphic Citizen of Albany 


Died' Today. 


Albany, N. Y,, Aug. 30—Erastns Corn- 


ing, a well known citizen ot this state, 
died at 2 o'clock this morning. He was a 
descendant from Samuel or "Ensign" 
Corning of Beverly, Mass., and he was 
one of the most wealthy men in the 
state. His charities were numerous. 


Upon the death of Mr. Coming's father 


he succeeded him in the presidency of the 
Albany City National bank, and continued 
in this position up to the time of his 
death. In 1885 Mr. Corning was chosen a 


director of the New York Central & Hud- 
son River railroad. 


Mr. Coming's charity was unbounded 


and monuments to his great generosity 
can be found throughout the city. Chief 
among these is the magnificent All Saint i 
cathedral to which he donated the site. 
His wii'e, who survives him, is a daughter 
of the late A;naea G. Parker. Mr, Corning 
died at 1.05 o'clock this morning. 


Death was caused by apoplexy. 
He 


was 70 years old. 
Erastus Corning was a 


son of Hon. Ersstus Corning, who died in 
1872 and who had from being a poor boy, 
acquired several millions of dollars. The 
elder Corning was connected with the 
Elder Vanderbilt in the railroad and 
steamboat enterprises.

Sigler, wife of Frank Sigler of this city, 
who is a traveling salesman for aPhiladel- 
phia cigar house, today maile the follow- 
ing sensational declaration: 


"I am a descendant of Stephen Girard, 


the multi-millionaire of Philadelphia, 
founder of Girard college. My great- 
grandfather was a brother of Stephen Gi- 
rard's father. 
When Stephen Girard 


died in 1S31 ho left a fortune, which was 
increased until it is now about $20,000,000. 
He had no direct descendants. The col- 
lateral descendants could not be found so 
he left his estate to charity. I am going 
to try to wreck Grirard college and get 
my money."

MADE FORTUNE IN FRANCE. 


New York, Aug. 30.—Dr. Thomas W. 


Evans, the famous American dentist 
who for the past 40 years has been the 
dental operator in Paris of most of tho 
crowned heads of Europe and many 
celebrities, returned to this country yes- 
terday. Hte came over with the body of 
his wife, which is to be interred in Wood- 
land cemetery, Philadelphia. Dr. Evans 
Is now 75 years of age, and is worth $35,- 
000,000. About $5,000,000 of the property 
is in New York city real estate, the re- 
mainder in Pa.ris and elsewhere. This 
fortune has been gathered since Dr. 
Evans first went to Paris from Phila- 
delphia in thie forties. During the em- 
pire of Napoleon III his fame as a den- 
tist was world wide. In that capacity 
he served Napoleon, the Empress Eu- 
genie and all the monarchs of Europe, 
except Qu.een Victoria and the prest-nt 
Sultan of Turkey. Victoria's children 
and the present Czar of Russia, when 
children, were his patients. Dr. Evans 
has orders and decorations iraiumerab^1. 
It was in. his carriage that the Empress 
Eugenie escaped from Paris after tke 
battle of Sedan. The wife of Dr. Evans 
died on June 17 last at their residence in 
Paris. 


NEARLY LOST $10,900. 


Sensational Attempt to Bunco an 
"*r--ia . 
Amesbury Farmer. 


BANK REFUSED TO GIVE MONEY. 


Joseph W. Mason Played Cards 


With Strangers. 


Amesbury, Mass.. Aug. 30.—The dorftils 


of a most sensational case of bunco were 
made public yeptt-rday in which one of 
the principal actors la Joseph W. Mason, 
a wealthy farmer, living on the White- 
hall road. A few days ago Mr. Mason 
called at one of the local banks and rre- 
sented securities to the amount of $ 10,000 
and asked that he be paid the cash lor 
them. 


The bank oflkials were suspicious and 


refused the money. It Is now learned 
that had Mr. Mason succeeded in get- 
ting the cash he would probably find hfm- 
self just $10,000 out at the present time, 
aF the result, of one of the boldest con- 
fidence sanies ever heard of in Ne\v Eng- 
land. On the day In question he was 
r.-tlled upon by a. finely dressed man, who, 
he said, wantfd to buy a farm. He had 
already looked at several farmi, but this 
particular one suited him best, and an 
oiler "\vn.s mad'1 to purchase it. During 
their conveintion the two men wan- 
dered back into the fielrl, i\here a third 
man was met. After a brief talk one of 
tho strans*s showed a large roll of hills 
and faugsresled a gaini? of cards, Mr. 
Mason declining on the ground that he 
okl not know how to play cards. Then 
one of the strarfrers offered to play for 
Mr. Alason. and after a tew sanies Mr. 
Mason was nominally the winner of 
$10,000. but in a short time he had lest 
the $10,000 and several thousand more. 
The strangeis demanded the money they 
had won, but Mr. Mason asserted he had 
no money with him, and emptied his 
pockets to prove his assertion. Foiled 
at this point they demanded his notos, 
and seeing that he was far from his 
house and in the company of desperate 
men he told them to go to the house \vith 
him and he would straighten matters 
out.

Two Men Meet Instantaneous Death 


On the Railroad Track. One Escapes. 


There was a fatal aeoid»nt late Satur- 


day night on the Boston & Albany tracks 
at Pittsfield, near the "Satinet bridge," as 
it is called, over the Housatonic river just 
west of ttie passenger station. Three 
yonng men, Oscar Shepardson, aged 19, 
James Francis Bromley, aged about 25, 
and Francis Spanoil, all farmers, and liv- 
ing in the vicinity of South Mountain 
street, started to walk home. That had 
been their custom, rather than follow the 
highway down South street, and to strike 
the Consolidated 
tracks which 
bear 


around that way, to the dry bridge over 
South street and then home, or else go 
across lots. 


They had started to walk the distance 


and when just by the bridge they stepped 
off the west bound track to let a freight 
pass, not noticing the 10.52 express east, 
which was late and just rounded the 
curve west of the bridge. All three men 
were struck. 
Shepardson's head was 


crushed in and Bromley was badly cutup, 
death being instantaneous. Spanoil was 
on tho outside and so escaped with a 
broken arm. It in thought that neither 
of the men were under the influence of 
liquor. 


Spanoil was taken to his father's home 


off the Barkerville road and the bodies of 
the other two men were taken to Welling- 
ton 
& Croaier's undertaking 
rooms, 


Bromley worked for the Misses Warner 
on South Mountain street. Shepardson 
lived at home, as did Spanoil.

Tha Carllgti In Spain. 


From, the time of Philip V, in 1713, the 


succession to the Spanish throne had been, 
according to the Salio law, from father to 
son, or to the nearest mule relative. 


The Salio law is a very old law, which 


provides that no woman can inherit lands 
or occupy the throne. 
According to this 


law, if a king dice, leaving several daugh- 
ters, but no son. the throne passes away 
from the daughters and goes to tho nearest 
male relativ, bo he nephew, uncle or 
cousin. 
In 1839 Ferdinand III of Spain, 


having no sons, rendered the Salio law of 
no effect in Spain by a decree granting 
tho right of succession to the daughters 
and granddaughters of the king. 
When 


Ferdinand died, in 1833, hisdaughter, Isa- 
bella Maria II, was declared queen, and 
the brother of Ferdinand, who under the 
old law should have been king, was passed 
over This brotherwas named Don Carlos. 
Don Carlos refused to recognize his broth- 
er's decree and declared himself king of 
Spain. 
Many of tho nobles, who did not 


like the idea of being ruled bj1» woman, 
flocked to his standard, aud wnr was de- 
clared against the party of the queen by 
the people of Don Carlos' party, or Car- 
lists, as they were called. 
For six years a 


cruel civil war raged; tlien Don Carlos wag 
forced to give in. This first war was from 
1833 to 1S39. 


In I860 Don Carlos II. the son of Don 


Carlos I (Ferdinand's brother), declared 
himself hing of Spain and headed a new 
Carlist rising, which was again unsuccess- 
ful. 
There havo been several successive 


uprisings since then. From 1873 to 1878 
Don Carlos III headed arising which bade 
fair to be successful. 
Don Carlos III is 


the direct descendant of Don Carlos I, and 
is the present pretender to the Spanish 
throno, to which, according to the Salic 
law, he is tho rightful heir. In January, 
1876, he was forced to give up tho fight.

ANOTHER "SPITE" BUILDING. 


Curious Structure on a Remnant o£ the 


De Peyster Property. 


A "spito store," which outdoes the well 


known Eichardson "spite house" on the 
east side, hail just beeu completed in the 
wvst end at West End avenue, tho Boule- 
vard and Ons Hundred and Eighth street. 
The store is ojje of the smallest buildings 
ever put up ftk tho transaction of busi- 
ness. It is 19 feet in depth and 9 feet in 
width at One Hundred and Eighth street, 
tapering to a sharp point at the south end. 
It is two stories in height, and the ooou- 
pant of the upper floor will be compelled 
to ascend and descend upon a ladder. 
It 


has a single wall of brick extending along 
the rear. The front Is of steel, with plate 
glass windows, and the roof is of tile. 


This curious structure is erected upon n 


remnant of the Do Peyater estate and orig- 
inally belonged to a large tract of land 
purchased by the De Peyster family short- 
ly after the oloso of the Revolution, when 
tho De Peyster homestead was located up- 
on the ground now occupied by St. Luko's 
hospital, One Hundred and Thirteenth 
street, MofBingeide Heights. The rem- 
nant was left when West End avenue, the 
Boulevard and One Hundred «nri Eighth 
scveet were opened, und Henry T. Gary, 
the executor of> the Do Peyster estate, has 
long been at a loss to know what to do 
with it, as Mrs. Sherman, the owner of 
lots on the corner, refused to purchase it. 
The plot was at last leased for a term of 
years to Michael M. McDerinott of St. 
Nicholas avenue, and he immediately be- 
gan to erect the tiny store upon his claiin. 


Mrs. Sherman, the owner of tho sur- 


rounding property, came from Washing- 
ton at once to interfere with the work, 
but found she could do nothing.

while severaU persons with whom she was 
negotiating tor the sale of'her property 
withdrew their option when they saw the 
store being placed on the corner. 


The structure la said to have cost more 


than ?3,000. It is erected upon a solid 
concrete foundation to withstand severe 
windstorms. 
The lower floor has been 


fitted as a refreshment booth for bicyclists, 
the roof has also been leased to a etereop 
tican advertising firm, and tho upper floo'- 
is designed 39 showrooms for speeialti"J.

WOMEN IN RUSSIA. 


THEY ARE UP TO DATE AND EXER- 


CISE GREAT INFLUENCE. 


Eomethinff About the Domestic Life and 


Pleasarcsof a Russian Wife—Some Ideas 
an Ecglleh Girl Has to Learn, but Which 
She Ends by Liking. 


No amount of personal charms of which 


the English girl may boa«t will, in Rus 
Eia's opinion, make up for her luck of for 
tune. The system of the dot 19 universal 
in Russia, and the old family pride that 
dreads alliances with foreigners is only tc 
bo lulled to rest by the almighty dollar 
Perhaps the girl meets her future husband 
at some continental -watering place, or 
possibly she is governess or companion to 
a Russian family, in winch c««e the lam- 
entations of his people will be great, 
though to do him justice the handsome 
young Rugs, with his courtly manners, 
rarely makes a misalliance, be ho in the 
army or one of that numerous race of im- 
poverished nobles who now swell thrranki 
of the Tchinovnitchestvo, or official class. 
Howe\er, marriages ior love happen all 
the world over and even occasionally 
among tho Russian nobility. 


The first Fight oi Peter the Great's city, 


with its magnificent buildings and granite 
quay, compels admiration. All who are 
nnt rich enough to afford palaces live in 
flnts in hngo buildings of hi ick and stucco. 
The yonni; bride has scarcely settled into 
her comfortable apartments, with Its re- 
ception rooms connected by drupod arch- 
ways, than her husband's friends and re 
lutions arrive to call on her. 
Then she 


realises the fact that Russian women aw 
among the cleverest of their ses, the most 
tactful and brilliant eomersationalists. 
They are essentially up to date and do not 
bore their listener with domestic details, 
and the English girl begins to feel that she 
must exert her faculties to the utmost to 
keep up to their level. 
They understand 


tlic art of dress to perfection, and u large 
proportion of their income goes in clothes. 
Perhaps in no country in Europe is wom- 
an 's influence and power more fully real 
izcd 


The servants present little difficulty to 


the young wife. 
They are probably peas- 


ants from the estates of her husband's 
family, and all know a smattering of 
French. 
So she is soon initiated into the 


mysteries of Ru«?mn housekeeping. 
The 


living—in families with moderate incomes 
—is extremely simple. 
The elaborate 


courses and varied drinks are reserved for 
banquets, and tho meals, like French ones, 
consist of early breakfast, dejeuner a la 
fonrcbette (lunch) and 
dinner, 
which 


takes place early, at 6 or 6 o'clock. This 
consi«ts of four courses and always begins 
witb «oup, tho favorite oukha (fish soup) 
and shchee (of meat and vegetables) most 
often 
appearing. 
Then follow entree, 


roast, sweet and dessert. 
Russians are 


great eaters and much given to snacks, 
and a morsel of zakouska (salted fish), 
•with a glassful of spirits, is an invariable 
prelude to dinner. But no one ever drinks 
without eating. If not devoted to amuse- 
ment, tho evening is occupied with seeing 
friends, who call until 12 o'clock or later. 
After dinner the samovar (tea urn heated 
with charcoal) is brought in, accompanied 
by abundant light refreshments, and an 
enormous quantity of this favorite bever- 
ngo is consumed, served steaming hot, 
with slices of lemon and sugar, instead cf 
milk and cream. Contrary to English ideas, 
it is cot drunk from tumblers, but fiom 
ordinary cups—at least this is the custom 
in drawing rooms-—though in some res- 
taurants glasses are used. With old woild 
courtesy the male guests kiss their hostess' 
hand when taking leave. 


No people are more addicted to pleasure 


than the Russians. 
Dinners, operas and 


balls are the favorite fonjjsof amusement, 
and Russian women aro devoted to danc- 
ing. 
The ballroom etiquette will seem 


curious to the English girl's ideas at first, 
for it is not considered good form to danot 
a whole waltz or polka with one partner. 
Three or fcur men dance a round or two 
•with the lady, always returning her to her 
original partner at the end of the dance. 
Balls always end with the marourka, which 
is totally unlike ours, being a sort of fol- 
low my leader affair and containing many 
figures of the cotillon. 


In October preparations are made for 


the dreaded Russian winter, which lusts 
tor nearly eight mouths. The glazier comes 
round and fits ic double, sometimes tre- 
ble, windows, with layers of cotton wool 
between them to keep out all possible 
drafts, and rows of artificial flowers 
planted therein give a cheerful look ;iud 
relieve the eyes from the eternal white of 
the landscape. Tho stove inspector arrives 
to see that tho huge, hollow stoves, built

Rev. A. B, Church preached his farewell 


sermon Sunday evening iu the Congrega- 
tional church, which was fllled to the 
doors with members of the several 
churches to hear the popular clergyman 
say his farewell words. The event was as 
unusual as the reception tendered to Rev. 
Mr. Church Friday evening. It had the 
rare circumstances of a Unlversallst 
clergyman preaching his farewell sermon 
in a Congregational church to a union 
congregation. 
The congregation was 


composed of members of the Congrega- 
tional, Methodist, Baptist acd Universal- 
ist churches, all of whom have a strong re- 
gard for the departing pastor. 


The Universalist choir had charge of 


tho music. Organist Hadlield received 
congratulations at the close of the service 
for the excellent program he had pre- 
pared tor the occasion. The choir sang a 
Te Deurn in B minor by Buck and Mr 
Archer sang "Before the Throne of 
Glory," The offertory dnet sung by Miss 
Arnold and Mr. Mclntyre was "As Pants 
the Hart," and was very finery rendered. 
A quartet, Misses Arnold and Reagan, 
Messrs. Archer and Marriott, sang "One 
Sweetly Solemn Thought." The scripture 
reading was by Eev. A. Perry of Hartford, 
Conn. Rev. Dr. George W. Brown was on 
the platform. 


The text of Rev. Mr. Church's sermon 


was taken from 
St. John, 8 and 22, 


"I 
proceeded 
forth and came from 


God." 
Ri?v. 
Mr. 
Church 
said: 


"We have written many lives of Jesus 
id yet ifris a theme on which many more 


be written. We bort already enough 


utward lives of Christ written. 
Lives 


lit tell us about places, dates, occur- 
nces, wonderworkings, locality, scenery, 
iO. But all these need a complement, an 
xplanation. 
It might be called 'The 


nner Life of Jesus Christ, the Son of 
od.1 It would be after the manner of 
le gospel of St. John, not so much a life 
f circumstances as of thoughts, purposes, 
eelings, aspirations, desires, portraying 
he inward spiritual, metaphysical, eter- 
al life of Christ, ft can never be fully 
ritten, because no necessarily limited 
ook can cover a limited subject. 
"Only in the degree that we get into 
ais inward life of Jesui will His outward 
.fo cease to be a plague to us. As it is, 
ve are constantly coming upon things in 
lis life that we cannot understand or ex- 
>lain and that often defy our intelligence, 
nd these create doubt and indifference. 
3ut as wo get into sympathy with the 
pirit of this inner life of Christ we begin 
o do as He did—see these catward things 
n their right relations, color and propor- 
ions. 
When we hear His words our 


minds expand, our hearts burn within us, 
nd our souls leap with joy as did the 
ravelers to Emans. 


•In all human lives the inward explains 


he outward. Stop with the outward only 
nd we get controversy, discrepancy, in- 
ellectual annoyance, moral surprises and 
ften spiritual disappointment. But first 
horoughly know a person's soul, get into 
ympathy with his purposes and motives 
and know the scope of bis mental and 
moral nature, and we at once understand 
his words and deeds as never before. His 


fe of mystery and character of disap- 
jointment and controversy becomes a 
Imple life of understanding and a char- 
acter of satisfaction and mutual agree- 
ment. This is as true with the inner 
spirit and life of Christ. 


With 
relerence 
to 
His mystery, 


miracles, etc., let us apply this test of 
proving the Christ from the most skillful 
conjurer. Take the miracle of raising the 
dead, make it realistic. The dead is here; 
mourners here, the Christ here. Presently 


dead rises and walks. Trick or mira- 


cle; illusion or fact? I cannot determine 
with my own eyes, they have been so 
often deceived. I saw many seemingly 
positive facts, yet when explained, have 
been obliged to confess myself deceived 
and be fooled' by my own vision. Why 
not so in this case ? 


I declare I saw a man dead and at 


Jesus' word or touch I saw him rise and 
walk. But the conjurer says come with 
me and I will show you something as 
wonderful and deceiving. I go add see 
his avowed trick. I am surprised and my 
whole understanding is baffled. And he 
says mine's a trick; it was just the same 
with what you thought to be the raising 
of the dead," And I am left by those out- 
ward acts in a state of mental perplexity 
and spiritual doubt aud torment. 


The deception of my vision and the con- 


sequent bewilderment of mind has weak- 
ened my faith and what I wanted to be- 
lieve I dare not. 


"But what shall I do, stop with the out- 


ward and roam about in the darkness of 
blac£ fekepticism and doubt? No. Let 
me make another trial. I will watch and 
study the Christ of miracle and the con- 
jurer of trick. I will talk with them, lis- 
ten to them, and get to know 
as far 


1 can, their inner thoughts, motives, 


ambitions and abilities. If their thoughts 
are equally deep a,nd pure, if their mo- 
tives and longings are equall y divine, and 
their mental triumphs are equal to their 
physical wonders, then I will equally ad- 
mire and trust them. The conjurer on 
the stage seems a mighty man o'f miracle 
and beuilicent power. I cannot at all iol- 
low the skill of his hand or at all under- 
stand how he attains his results. But 
when he comes off the stage and I begin 
to talk with him on general subjects of 
human interest, I begin to feel my sense 
of equality rising and even towering over 
him. Ou the stage I could not touch him, 
in official capacity. 


"I see Christ raising from the dead and 


opening the eyes of the blind and I say, 
'yes,' we have seen such things attempted 
before witii wonderful success. This mars 
in this capacity seems hardly more grace- 
ful,skillful and efficient than the wizzard.' 
But then I get nearer to him. I hear him 
talk and 1 learn his motive and ambition, 
and I am at once held spellbound aa by 
enchanting music. His word arid wisdom 
cqnaJ Jus works. On whatever line I ap- 


proach him I find him equal to his mir- 
acle performance, and myself vastly infer- 
ior to him in every particular. I am forced 
to say: "Not only have I never seen any- 
thing done after this fashion; but I hav° 
never heard it spoken after this fashion. 
I listen to his thoughts, I learn his 
purposes and desires, and I find him in- 
imitable in his thinking and loving as he 
is in his working and acting. See him 
save the woman with "but the hem of 
his garment faifh," I hear his beati- 
tudes in life and on the cross and I can 
but lift my eyes and say: "My Lord and 
my God." 


"In the first man, and every man, I find 


inequality and inconsistency; in this man 
I find a consistent equality throughout 
his whole line of living. 
How account 


for this consistency? We know, go where 
you will, clever men who are fools, 
strongmen weak, great in one direction, 
small in another, self-contradictions, self- 
anomalies—this proof of being merely 
men. But in JeRus Christ this fnct of in- 
equality and self-contradiction does not 
exist, fie is equally great at every point; 
in speaking as in working, and those who 
are able to follow him find him in thought 
and purpose leading every age; greater in 
the life essentials ol thought and love 
than any man ever has been. 


"And I am forced to account for this 


consistency, which I have met nowhere 
else. 
After testing 
every plausible 


theory, I find none so simple and 
plausible as his own in our text: "I pro- 
ceeded forth and came from God." That 
explanation 
alone 
substantiates 
the 


ground on which he stands aud dis- 
tinguishes him from and sets him above 
every other man. 


"This study of the inner life of Christ 


becomes intensely interesting and fruitful. 
By it we are brought to set the same 
value on his outward acts of miracle as 
he did. What was the miracle to him; of 
any particular value in itself? None. 
When did he ever say: 
"Behold the 


mighty triumph of my power." Never. 
When did he sound the trumpet and 
wake mighty host to see the loosing of a 
dumb tongue or the opening of blind 
eyes? Never. If he had performed the 
miracles with the skill of his fingers only, 
as the wizzard he would be proud of 
them; but when they fell out of the 
infinity of his thinking they were but 
mere drops trembling 
on the ocean's 


brink. Like our simple breathing in the 
mighty wind, nothing because of our 
greater life. The miracles and puzzles, 
enigmas, confounding surprises to people 
who coma to Jesus in the outward and 
circumstantial alone. But if they come 
to him through his heart and speak to 
him soul to soul, they then feel the 
heaving of his great sympathetic bosom; 
they then see the miracles as he saw them; 
mere examples to guide children through 
the introductory elements of a higher law, 
Jesus once surprised people by saying: 
Greater works than these 
shall 
ye 


do, but nowhere did he say: Greater 
thoughts than these shall ye think, 
greater lave than this shall ye show. 
There he touched the unsearchable riches 
of his own nature. 


"Study the inner life from another 


point; watch him day by day, watch his 
deeds. 
What is the impelling power,, 


why dees he do these things? When but 
a boy ho answered this frankly: Wist ye 
not that I must be about my father's busi- 
ness?" Working from father's point of 
view! This the key he has given us to 
his whole life. It is but a child's expres- 
sion; can he keep it up? Later he says, 
My Father worketh hitherto and I work. 
"I and my Father are one." Can he sus- 
tain i this in trouble? Father, if it be 
possible let this cup pass from me. Still 
higher,—"Father into Tby hands I com- 
mend my spirit. Isn't that the richest 
harmony of music? Keynote, "Father." 
Out rolls the anthem high as heaven, 
deep as hades, broad as nature, yet the 
keynote, "Father" is sounded at every 
brace, and the fundamental air of nature's 
lullaby is never lost. And we must give 
Jesus, the Galilean peasant, the credit 
for this perseverence in a rhythmic con- 
sistency in a course of life that was rug- 
ged, tragical and unparalled. 


"Once more, in studying this inner life 


what do we find to be bis supreme feel- 
ing? Was it pride or jealousy for the 
dignity of the law, or for his own glory? 
No, not at all. We are told many times 
through the New Testament, and I ask 
you to note how it accords with the first 
statement, 'Jesus was moved with com- 
passion.' Ye of musical soul and critical 
mind tell me if here is not harmony? 
Wist ye not that I must be about my 
Father's business? 
Jesus was moved 


with compassion. Did He wait for some 
one to say, 'Jesus these thousands of peo-

have nothing to eat?1 No. But aa soon 
as Jesus looked out upon them he was 
moved with compassion, for they were as 
sheep having no shepherd. And he won- 
drously fed them. When he saw the 
funeral procession, without suggestion, 
he was moved with compassion and re- 
stored the lifeless son to his stricken 
mother. Mighty deeds to us; but to him 
the simple breathing manifestation of a 
mightier soul of tboupht and love. He 
spoke and acted like a dutiful son about 
his father's business. Till the last pulse 
beat was gone in behalf of our atonement 
with God, He was mighty, self-consi&Leut, 
simple, natural, divine.

The Seed murder mystery, despite the 


stories of clews tl/at are floating around, 
is ns much enshrouded as ever. Chief 
Kendall and his men, who co-operate 
with City Solicitor Tnayer and M. C. 
Couch are working uninterruptedly in the 
case-. It lias been s.ii 1 the officers are do- 
ing little to detect the criminal and that 
the murderer is in this city or at least not 
more than half a dozen miles away. Chief 
Kendall told a story Sunday that shows 
how the officers are compellea to operate 
over wide territory 
and have their 


labors come to nought ? 


Early last week Chief Kendall received 


a, letter from the very distant point of 
Magog, a town about 90 miles from Mon- 
treal, Canada. It was written by one, 
M. Lepiue, who is a saloon keeper of that 
place. Mr. Lepiae informed Chief Ken- 
dall in bad French that a man h.id visited 
his aaloon and had given some peculiar 
jnformation. 
He had said, "There is a 


murder at North Adams and the mur- 
derer is like me and dresses like me. If 
yon hear of them looking for the mur- 
derer here let me know and I'll skip." 
Mr. Lepine for a small recompense offered 
to give Chief Kendall the man's name and 
whereabouts. 


The chief received the letter la=t Mon- 


day and immediately wrote to a detective 
in Montreal, who is hia personal friend. 
The chief's letter leit at 5 o'clock and the 
next day at noon he received a telegram 
from the detective stating he would leave 
immediately for Magog. The chief was 
very confident that the Magog saloon- 
keeper's story would yield results. In a 
day he was informed by the Montreal of- 
ficer that the man was in custody, that he 
wss from Adams and that he left IMonduy, 
August 9, two days after the crime was 
committed. The Montreal officer very 
carefully examined the man nrrested and 
got a story substantially as follows: 


The man in custody was 19 years old 


and Irom Adams, where be nad worked 
in the Berkshire mills. He left his work 
August 2 and collected his pay, 57.10 and 
then had the intention of going to Canada. 
He lived with his brother and sister and 
w'hen he left wrote a note telling them of 
his going, but said nothing to thorn pre- 
viously. Tho morning he left this city ho 
went ou the 7 o'clock train, the train that 
carried the 
bodies of the murdered 


people. He bought a paper on the train 
and read about the crime, lie never 
Lought a paper before. His ti\:ket wab 
bought 
for 
Ciialimot, 
where 


lio visited 
friends, had breaki'astr at 


an aunt's and proceeded on his way 
buying a ticket for Ayer'a Flats., Canada. 
He did not stop at Ayer's Fiats, but slept 
until he reached Shei'brooke, 12 miles 
farther on. lie arrived there at 12 o'clock 
at night and, .instead of going to a hotel, 
wandered around until 5 o'clock in the 
morning. Then he took the train for 
Magog. He stopped off at Wells and 
bought a telescopic valise and arrived at 
Magog tvith ifl.05 in his possession. 


The young man said he was never ar- 


rested betoro and he dented all knowledge 
of the crime. 
He said he first heard of it 


at a ball game Saturday afternoon. He 
admitted that he.aaid to a party at Barns- 
ton that he had made a mistake in leav- 
ing North Adams as he did. After reading 
the newspaper in the train he was 
tempted to return to his home. The de- 
tective found that he had not asked 
for work at Magog, where there are 
extensive mills, but had gone into the 
country and hired himself to a farmer for 
$5 a month and board until April next. 
A gold ring set with a ruby was found in 
his valise. It belongs to his sister-in-law 
of Adams. 


When Chief Kendall got this informa- 


tion he began to investigate at Adams, 
the young man's home; he was met the 
very first thing with a letter from Sheriff 
Huskins of Charlemont to Chief Curran 
of the local police, asking for informa- 
tion about a young man of similar name 
and description. The letter said he was 
wanted at Charlemont for stealing ?33. 
The chief followed up the young man's 
connections, but could not see how ho 
could have anything to do with the mur- 
der. 
He believes that the person wanted 


by Sheriff Haskins and the man arrested 
at Magog are the same peison. 
He 


cannot 
account 
for 
the 
young 


man's suspicious actions otherwise than 
that he was afraid of: being detected for 
some minor offense. 


The chief telegraphed yesterday to the 


Montreal officer to liberate the mau. 
The larceny that it is alleged a man of bis 
name aud Connections committed is not 
an extraditable offense, Tito police have 
run down many clews like tbiu tind are no 
nearer solving the mystery.
